(ii), dated the 3rd May, 1957 read with Resolution No, 1/35/58-Ad.C, dated the 
26th August, 1958, having expired, the Government ol India have now decided 
to reconstitute it with the following composition:— 

I. (i) Chairman—Minister of Commerce & Industry. 

(ii) Vice-Chairman—Minister of Commerce. 

(iii) Three Ex-officio Members;— 

(a) The President of the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce and 

Industry, or hia nominee. 

(b) The President of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of India, or 

his nominee. 

(c) Secretary General of the Federation of Indian Chambers of Commerce 

• and Industry. 

(iv) Thirty members to be nominated by the Government of India. 

(v) Secretary and Additional Secretary, Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

(vi) Chief Controller of Imports and Exports—Member Secretary. 

II. The Chairman shall constitute! a Standing Committee of the Council, con¬ 
sisting of not more than ten members, to meet frequently to advise Government 
on the day to day export problems. 

III. The Chairman may specially invite other persons connected with export 
trade or interested in commodities with an export potential. 

2. The Council is constituted for a term of two years.
